As far as the material assets of Car 
i.u. arc concerned wo are as rich to¬ 
ils;/ as ever, as far as the immaterial 
are concerned we arc, it is truly said, 
far richer. Events of the past two or 
three years hive taught us many les- 
ho. s, or rt least should have: We are 
richer in experience than we were. If 
this premise is sound, and we thor¬ 
oughly believe it to be so. threfore it 
is most reasonable to suggest that 
the future holds greater opportunit¬ 
ies in store fer us than it did a gon¬ 
er ition ago. The qualities xrd acum¬ 
en possessed of the people are more 
developed and consequently we are 
more fitted to make advantageous 
use cf the gifts with which this coun¬ 
try is so liberally endowed. In the fin 
al analysis our rational economic life 
w\n bo just cxv.stly what we, as Can¬ 
adian business men, rrak c it. 

When-, however we witness in so 
many spheres around also unfortun¬ 
ate occurrences, when we curselves 
also experience as individuals the ef¬ 
fects of depressing influences in bus¬ 
iness, it does admittedly require cour¬ 
age unusual determiilation, to carry 
us ahead in these days and, it may be , 
added a dominating intelligence in all 
things to make our progress the more 
secure. We wculd indeed be ridiculous 
if w’c allowed ourselves to become 
rj nickv, the more so as there is not 
the remotest reason for any apprehen 
sion. 

Wa have on the ether hand, seer. | 
the worst of the depression. It has j 
ape. t its force. While its influences 
may still be felt in many quarters, in 
other spheres unmistakable signs of 
recovery are quite apparent. For our 
own part. w' e are definitely cf the 
opinion that In days to come we shall 
rrpeak of the depression of 1929-31 
but th.it wc shall refer to 1932 as ‘a 
year of constructive effort. With 
prices readjusting themselves the 
world over with the purchasing ha!b- 
its of the people reappearing in less 
extravagant chan els, with our flnan 
dal life on a more sound rock-bottom 
basis with our primary and process- 
ive production at a more economical 
level, ond with most e courjging 
signs of constructive endeavor along 
sound lines at last evident in the 
sphere of international economy, sur¬ 
ely it may be said that the nations 
ar G beginning to fall in step for the 
onward march. 

Will Canada lag behind or will she 
be irj the van of progress ? That will 
depen^ on every individual business 
man whether farmer, financier, indi* 
trialiflt or merchant. We must not be 
portent with small achievement. 
There is every reason to consider 
that we hold the trump hand of op¬ 
portunity and we would indeed be 
lacking in enterprise and acumen if 
we were content with a couple of 
' vicks. We should bid to make game 
f r there can be no question of our 
fulfill!, g the contract with a winning 
score i.i the honors column.—Com¬ 
merce of the Nation.

When a child is blind in both ey«* 
the condition is, cf course recognized. 
There are many children, however, 
who have defective sight, which fact 
is unknown to their parents. That is 
so is evidenced by the number of chil¬ 
dren entering school, who are found 
by school physicians to hav e defective 
eyesight. 

The good work done by the school 
health services does not provide for 
the pre-school child or for the child 
who attends a school where there is 
no school physician or nurse. 

A child should be able to recognize 
a picture or object or.e-haif an inch 
square at twenty feet. Ea- h eye is 
tested separatly, one eye being cover 
ed with a card during the test of th' 
other, For near vision, a picture bo¬ 
ok may be used. If there is any appro 
ciable defect in either eye, whether 
for near or distant vision, the family 
physician should be consulted. 

Cross-eye is a condition which Is 
frequently neglected becavs* of the 
parents ingorance as to its signifiean 
ce. Children with this condition shou¬ 
ld b e placed under medical care with 
out delay. A cross-eyed chi d sees 
double. This causes confusion ar.d 
so the mind trains itself to pay atten 
tion only to the image that cornea to 
4t through the straight eye. This re¬ 
sults In one eye’s being dcvelopcj 
j through use and tlie other’s becom¬ 
ing useless because it is not used.
